Planting America’s future 


By George Cates, Executive

For years, late April has been 
a time..when Americans have 
gathered in cities and towns, 
farms and forests, to improve 
their health and beautify their 
communities. They do this for 
themselves, their children and 
the generations that will follow 
them. Neighbors unite to reduce 
water pollution, improve air 
quality, save energy, and pro- 
vide homes for animals, And 
they’ve been doing it for nearly 
100 years before “Earth Day” 
was declared. 

We must never forget the pre- 
mier role trees play in the over- 
all health of our nation and our 
planet. Since 1872, Americans 
have, celebrated Arbor Day 4s 


they deserve for many reasons. 
After all, trees give us: 
*Medicine - The USDA 
Forest Service reports 25% "of 
our prescription’ medicines 
come from flowering trees, 
*Money in our. pockets - 
According to research conduct- 
ed by the US Department: of 
Energy's’ Lawrence _ Berkeley 
Laboratory and the US Forest. 
Service, strategically planted 
trees can save up to 20 percent 


in electricity costs. In addition, 


walls that are shaded tend be 15 
degrees cooler than nshaded 
walls and direct shade on a roof 
can make an attic 20:to 40 
degrees cooler. In both cases 
less energy is needed to keep the 
building cool. 

*Clean air - The Center for 
‘Urban Horticulture at the 
University of Washington 
reports a healthy tree, say a 32- 
foot tall ashtree, can produce 
about 260 pounds of oxygen 
annually. Two trees fill theoxy- 
gen needs of a person each year. 

*Clean, Water - Trees filter 
and store pollutants, They 
reducé storm water runoff 
which, in turn, reduces erosion 
of nutrient-rich topsoil. 

“Increased property value - 
According to the International 
Society of Arboriculture, prop- 
erty values of landscaped homes 
are 5-20% higher than those of 
non-landscaped homes. | 

*Reduced stress Studies 
have shown that people who 
view nature after stressful situa- 
tions’ show reduced physiologi- 
‘cal stress response: 

The National Tree Trust is 
one of many organizations help- 
ing communities help them- 
selves with trees. In the short 
but proud -history of our non- 
profit organization, we've pro- 
vided over 8 million trees at no 
cost to non-profit volunteer tree 
planting organizations around 
the country, Some of those trees 
were given to groups near your 
community’ to plant on public 
lands. 

There are thousands of orga- 
nizations like these around the 
country, They plant trees, care 
for trees, and teach others about 
the importance of trees.

In response to a concern 
expressed by board member 
Jimmy Clark as to what type 
threat would constitute suspen:

In Coffee County this is the 
time of year when we see 
Dogwood trees in full bloom. 
Dogwoods are a favorite land- 
scape feature in many areas 
throughout the Wiregrass. If 
you're considering. adding a 
dogwood to your landscape its 
Important to be aware of which 
species grow well in our area. 
You should also be aware of 
what would be the best location 
in your “yard to plant a 
Dogwood 

Some varieties of Dogwood 
we more susceptible to certain 
diseases, including anthracnose 
and powdery mildew, Research 
at Auburn University has identi- 
fied Some Varieties that are more 
resistant to. thes¢ “diseases. 
Contact us here at the Extension 
office for some suggested vari- 


eties Cherokee Brave, 
Cherokee ‘Chief, Cherokee 
Sunset. Welch's Bay Beauty and 
Weaver's. White have good 
resistance to both powdery 


mildew and spot anthracnose, 
best when 
planted in partial or dappled 
shade. They prefer a well- 
*- drained soil rich in organic mat- 
ter. All too often, people plant 
dogwoods in the middle of a 
luwny where they compete with 

grass for water and nutrients. 
Tree roots and grass. roots 
occupy much of the same area in 
the top layers of the soil. During 
drought, grass is often able to 
luke up. water and nutrients from 
the’ soil better than a young tree, 
If you plant a dogwood in a turf 
area, cul the turf away from the 
tree in as large an area as possi- 
ble. Then. mulch this area and 
keep grass out of the mulch,

significant threat to dogwoods, 
Not only do the nicks and cuts 
caused by mowers and trimimers 
weaken: the tree, they. create 
access ‘points for! sien) 
‘insects.

Borers enter trees through dam- 
aged areas ‘in’ the *bark. If 
unchecked, borers can kill a tree. 
They cut off the tree’s means of 
transporting water and nutrients 
from the roots to the rest of the 
tree. Avoid mechanical injury to 
your dogwoods by planting 
them in beds or by surrounding 
them with a large area of mulch.

Granted,’ sodium | chloride 
(table sult) is an important factor 
in hypertension. Some studies 
even haye shown that reducing 
sodium . in .processed foods, 
home cooking and table use 
could result in a 5-to 10-point 
decrease in systolic pressure. 

There is a high correlation 
between higher sodium diets 
and high blood pressure. Asian 
cultures, for example, haye had 
a higher incidence of hyperten- 
sion than we do because of their 
higher levels of dietary sodium, 

Eyen so, controlling hyper- 
tension typically. involves” far 
more than reducing sodium 
intake, 

Obesity, for example, may be 
an even bigger contributor to 
hypertension than sodium 
intake. Scientists have long

Is a meat thermometer really. 
necessary to cook hamburgers? 
You bet it is - at least according 
to Jean Weese a food scientist 
with the Alabama COgperuys 
Extension System. 

“It's like insurance” accord- 
ine to Weese. “When you cook 
with a food thermometer, there’s 
ho’ question the meat is done.”

The .mosi: common advice to, 
consumers is to cook the ground * 

beef until it's brown on the 
inside and the juices run clear, 
Even so, while a brown interior 
usually is a good sign the meat 
is properly cooked, it’s not 100 
percent accurate, 

We know. that some beef may 
never get brown in the middle, 
even though it may be cooked to 
a high enough témperature, On 
the other hand, beef sometimes 
may appear brown even though 


sion, especially in instances of ’ 


high abdominal obesity. 

Obesity has reached epidemic 
proportions in the United States, 
and the enormously high levels 
of hypertension among the gen- 
eral population appear to be 
closely , following this trend. 
Roughly 25 percent of the adult 
American population — suffer 
from high blood pressure—a 
problem even more widespread 
among the elderly, of whom 50 
percent are sufferers. 

Nutrient intake, also figures 
into the picture, 

Doctors, in fact, have known 
for a long time that potassium, 
widely available in fresh fruits 
and vegetables, is a major play- 
er in blood pressure reduction. 

The bottom line: lower your 
sodium and increase your intake 
of potassium. 

If we can get people to eat 
fresh fruits and vegetables as 
least five times a day, they're 
getting less sodium and more 
potassium, We've discovered 
people with more potassium and 
relatively less sodium in their 
diets tend to have lower blood

In fact, studies have shown 
that some people who do not 
reduce sodium intake can reap 
significant benefits merely by 
increasing their intake of potas- 
sium, 

Take a person who is consum- 
ing relatively high amounts of 
sodium and increase his potassi- 
um intake beyond his sodium. In 


such cases, blood pressure will ° 


not go up and may even come 
down. 

Potassium is’a key player in 
reducing hypertension, and we 
want people to enstre their daily 
intake of this nutrient exceeds 
sodium. 

One important rule of thumb 
for people trying to incréase 
their potassium intake is to con- 
centrate on fresh vegetables and 
to avoid canned vegetables. 

Canned vegetables, in fact, 
tend to be high in sodium and 
low in potassium,

with ground beef stems from the 
fact that it-i$ often put on the 
grill while stull partly frozen. 

Ground beef that is not com- 
pletely thawed “when it is 
pressed into patties is often not 
thawed in the center by the time 
it is placed on the grill. 
Compression is. essential. to 
ensure the interior is exposed to 
adequate heat during cooking. 
What you oftem get is ground 
beef that browns at a lower tem- 
perature. 

Also, thawing meat in bulk is 
risky, too, because meat 
exposed to.air for extended peri- 
ods may turn brown even before 
its cooked, That’s why ther- 
mometers should be considered 
one of the essential accessories 
in’ grilling: meats, The USDA 
recommends cooking beef to an 
interna] temperature of. 160 F 
prior to serving in order to kill 
all residual traces of E.coli bac- 
teria.

potassium and almost no sodi- 
um atall, On the other hand, if 
you use canned peas, you'll get 
just the opposite: several hun- 
dred milligrams of sodium and 
very little potassium. 

Rounding out the story is cal- 
cium, another key ingredient for 
reducing blood pressure, 

Studies have shown that peo- 
ple who fail to consume suffi- 
cient dietary levels of calcium 
face a higher risk of developing 
hypertension. 

In the end, dietary reeommen- 
dations for reducing hypeiten- 
sion can be summed up in the 
following phrase: Light on the 
table salt, heavy on fruits and 
vegetables and nonfat dairy. 

This. advice, coupled with 
maintaining an appropriate body 
weight, appears ‘to be the 
lifestyle approach best suited for 
contolling blood pressure,
